The Japanese Disaster 


— 


The disaster which overtook Japan on the first day of September stands 
witheut a parallel in all history. A terrific earthquake, or series of earth- 
quakes, tumbled the buildings of the two great cities of Tokio and Yokohama 
into piles of wreckage. Fire immediately following swept the ruined cities, 
destroying what the earthquake shocks had left. Then came huge tidal 
waves which wiped out many of the seaside resorts and towns. Seldom has 
destruction been so swift and so complete. 

The losses were appallingly great in people killed, In the enormous num- 
bers injufed, in the destruction of business houses, homes, food, clothing, and 
even the means of livelihood for untold masses of the people.. A despatch 
from Osaka states that the afflicted area extends about 140 miles east and 
west, and 110 miles north:and south, roughly 45,000 square miles, containing 
five big cities and thirty-three counties, with a combined population of seven 
million people.- . About 70 per cent. of the cities, towns and villages were des- 
troyed. Tokio, of which approximately three-quarters was destroyed, was the 
world’s third largest city, 

As one paper, in summing up the news despatches, notes, there was no 
time to save anything; the land heaved and opened; fires started in the ruins 
of wrecked buildings and spread swiftly through the tindeér-like materials, and 
then came the waves from the frightfully disturbed sea, giant walls of water 
smashing in upon the stricken land, drowning the panic-stricken people by 
thousands; x 

This terrible calamity has called forth the sympathy of the whole world, 
sympathy which is finding expression in practical measufes of relief on a 
large scale commesurate tothe gigantic need. Like all great catastrophes, 
it is also proving the métal of men. Storfes of heroism and self-sacrifice, of, 
endurance almost beyond human powers, are beginning. to filter through -to 
the outside world, and it must be a source of national pride to Canadians that 
possibly no finer service was-rendered in this terrible emergency than that 
by Lhe officers and crew of the Canadian Pacific liner “Empress of Australia.” 
The story of the part played by that vessel is one to stir the feelings 3133 
arouse the enthusiasm of the most sluggish person, 

The Government of Canada lost no time in extending sympathy and prac- 
tical help on behalf of the Canadian people. Within a few days of the dis- 
aster the “Empress of Russia” sailed from Vancouver with over 500 tons of 
relief supplies, and was the first vessel to reach Japan with supplies from 
America. On that vessel sailed two Canadian Red Cross nurses to assist in 
the organization of the white population of Japan for relief work, and with 
them went the first consignment of Red Cross relief supplies in the shape Wf 
twenty tons of preserved milk. 

Acting at the request. of the Dominion Government, the Canadian Red 
Cross is making and organizing a nation-wide appeal for voluntary contribu- 
tions for Japanese relief, and already some hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been received. The campaign is being directed by the several Proyin- 
cial Divisions of the Red Cross. In Manitoba un aggressive publicity cam- 
paign is under way. In Saskatchewan and Albefta, owing to the busy har- 
vest season making it difficult to organize a thorough appeal during Septem- 
ber, the appeal was deferred until October and is being incorporated with the 
annual Red Cross appeal in these Provinces.

This world-wide response of the Christian nations in the hour of Japan's 
sorrow cannot fail to make a lasting impression on the Japanese people.

The other products to be excluded 
are renovated butter, filled milk, fill- 
ed cream and filled butter.

During August, construction con- 
tracts awarded in Canada, amounted 
to $27,488,700, compared with $25,187,-

amounted.to $32,374,900. 

Construction contracts awarded dur- 
ing the first eight months of 1923 
amounted to $223,654,400, compared 
with $184,383,700 during’ the corres- 
ponding period of last year.

Possible to Make Six-Hour Flight 
Across Continent Says U. S. 
Aviator 


Within five years it will be a com- 
mon thing to fly in six hours from 
New York to San Francisco. This 
was the startling prediction of Lt.- 
Col. Harry Graham, of the U.S. 
Army Air Service, recently. 

“Our investigations have shown that 
at altitudes of from 30,000 to 40,000 
feet there are alr currents travelling 
from 150 to 300 miles per hour,” said 
Col. Graham. “These currents travel 
in an elliptical course, and at different 
altitudes move in different directions. 
Aided by these currents and with the 
speed of machines a flight from 
New York to San Francisco in five to 
six hours is certain. -Of course the 
machines will have to be electrically 
heated and supplied with oxygen or 
no one could live at such heights.”

Wheat Producing Powers Of 
Canada Of Great Importance 


To The British Empire) 


(By C. P. McLennan, 


Canada’s wheat-producing | powers 
are of great importance to the British 
Empire. When those powers 
questioned, as they have been recent 
ly, an investigation is not out of place 
for the purpose of determining wheth 
er Canada’s claim @s a great, and pros 
pectively greater, corn country has any 
solid foundation in. fact. 
fore secured information, from a Can 
adian authority, which goes far to sub 
stantiate the Dominion’s claim to pre 


try. There is evidence which sug 
gests that Canada will, in time, pro 
duce more wheat, and of a_ higher 


grade, than any other country in the 
world, 

That Canada is entitled to be call 
ed the “granary. of the Empire” is 
borne out by the following figures, 
which show the wheat production ot 


the principal producing units of the 
Empire for the year 1921. (or 1921- 
22) :—

~ That Canada will continue to hold 
this title is evidenced by thefact that 
not more than 15 per cent. 
wheat land is now under crop. The 
production in 1922 amounted to 399,- 
786,400 bushels, an increase of 98,928, 
300 bushels over the 1921 figures giv- 
en above. While actually India is a 
close second, Yelatively she is far be- 
hind, inasmuch as Canada produced 
about 35 bushels per head in 1921, as 


of her 


compared with India’s less than ®ne 


bushel per head. 

There is another question in dis- 
pute. It has been declared that the 
attempt to push the wheat belt north- 
ward in Canada has been a failure. 
If that were so the future of the Do- 
minion, as a wheat-producer; would 
still be of first-rate importance, asthe 
rest of Canada, about whieh there is 
no question, is capable of an enormous 
annual production. 
, of fact, excellent grain is now grown 

in these northern districts. The ex- 
‘pansion of the wheat belt northward 
in Canada is by no means a failure; 
but, on the contrary, has been a de- 
cided success. Wheat from the Peace 
River Valley, in Alberta, took the first 
prize at the World’s Columbian Exhibi- 
tion in 1893, and the area of wheat 
grown in that district is rapidly in- 
creasing. In those northern latitudes 
four and five grains to the cluster are 
found, as against two or three in the 
United States or more southern coun- 
tries, those of Canada are superior to 
those of Great Britain for the produc- 
tion of wheat. The British Isles have 
too much moisture to produce the 
hard wheat grown iw Canada. Ex- 
-cess of moisture produces wheat lack- 
ing in. protein content and baking 
strength. ‘ 

Owing to the large amount of Brit 
ish capital invested in wheat lands, 
elevators, railways, steamships and 

lother allied interests in the western 
provinces of Canada, it becomes a 
matter of the utmost importance as to 
whether Canada is to go forward or 
backward in the work of feeding the 
American “and European continents. 
The popular impression has been, and 
still is, that Canada, if adequately de- 
veloped, can produce enough wheat to 
make sure the world’s supply of bread 
for a great many years to come, an 
impression which is founded on irre- 
futable data. As to whether the Do- 
minion of’ Canada 1s likely to be the 
greatest wheat-groying country in the 
world, there can only be one answer. 
That country is now the second larg- 
est producer of wheat, and will assur- 
edly become the greatest producer and 
exporter within a very few years, 
‘With but 15 per cent. of her available 
wheat areas under crop, and a rapid- 
ly increasing area being brought un- 
der annually, the Dominion should be 
fore long out-distance the United 
States in wheat production. 

In view of the attitude of the Labor 
party in this country in opposing 
migration to Canada, it is an interest- 
ing question whether English farmers 
going out can make money by wheat- 
raising, or whether the Canadian oc 
ture generally has been overdrawn,

Fatigue of Metals 


Certain Metals Which Show Stronger 
Resistance to Prolonged Use 

The fatigue of metals is still littie 
understood, though it has been under 
investigation more than three,years. ut 
the University of Illinois. In his re 
to the Engineering Foundation 
the National Research Council, 
Prof. H, F. Moore finds that the indus- 
trial losses from this cause probably 
amount to many millions of dollars 
yearly, in large mumber of minor 
rather 
.and that better acquaint- 
ance with the phenomena of fatigue 
failure should reduce these losses 
more than one-half. Quite as im- 
portant as the reduction of losses may 
be, the finding of metals for machines 
more resistant to fatigte stresses than 
those now used. In many cases it 
would be very desirable for example 
fo. use. non-ferrous, non-corrosive 
metals for making steam-turbine 
blades, but such metals are so far very 
little employed because their resist- 
ance to prolonged fatigue stress is not 
known. Steel castings are rapidly 
replacing expensive steel forgings. 
There is great difference in their 
fatigue strength, however, and a great 
drawback to the use of the casting is 
lack of khowledge of their fatigue-re- 
sisting qualities. In the investiga- 
tion of repeated stresses so far made, 
one test of steel was carried to one 
billion repetitions. 2

Instructions to Voters as to Method of Marking the Preferential Ballot to be 
used in the Liquor Referendum in Alberta on Monday, November 5, 1923.

THE BALLOT 


(a). Prohibition 


Meaning thereby, a continuance and development of the present 
Liquor Legislation; that is, meaning the Abolition of the Sale of all 
Liquors excepting for strictly Medicinal, Sacramental, Manufactur-

(b) Licensed Sale of Beer— 


Meaning thereby, the Sale of Beer in Licensed Hotels and other 
Premises, as provided in the proposed Temperance Act. 


(c) Government Sale of Beer— 


Meaning thereby, the Sale of Beer by or through Government Ven- 
ors for consumption in Private Residences under Government Con- 
trol and Regulation—other Liquors to be sold through Doctor’s 
Prescription for Medicinal Purposes. 


(d) Government Sale of All Liquors-— 


Meaning thereby, the Sale of all Liquors by or through Government 
Vendors... Beer to be consumed on Licensed Premises and in Private 
Residences. Wines and Spirits to be purchased in limited quantities 
under permit issued-by the Government, under Government Con- 
trol and Regulation, 


INSTRUCTIONS To VOTERS 


The Voter MUST NOT use the X mark. He should mark the figure 1 opposite the 
question he wishes to become law. He should then mark the figure 2 opposite the yues- 
tion he would select-as second choicc, the figure 3 opposite his third choice, the figure 4 
opposite his fourth choice. He must make no other mark on the ballot. The voter may 
“plump” for one question alone, using the figure 1, without spoiling his ballot, or he may 

vote for only two or only three choices. : : 

Voters are urged, however, to vote the full extent of their four choices. There is al- 
ways the possibility that the question of hisfirst choice will not carry. In that case he 
should have a second choice, and a third and a fourth choice. Only by marking the full 
number of choices does the voter obtain the full benefit of the preferential ballot, and the 
government obtain a complete expression of the opinion of the people.

Dominion Dairy Commissioner 

A noticeable feature of the recent 
visit of the Dominion Dairy and Cold 
Storage Commissioner and the Man- 
ager of the Saskatchewan Co-opera- 
tive Creameries to New Zealand and

Wealth of the Pharaohs | 


Many Thrills Await World When King 
Tut’s Tomb Ie Fully Explored 

Less than one-fourth the wondrous 
antiques in Tut-ankh-amen’s tomb 
have been removed, said Howard Car- 
ter, one .of the discoverers of the 
tomb, in a lecture in London before a 
large gathering of relatives and 
friends of the late Earl of Carnarvon. 
The archmologist, who co-operated 
with Lord Carnarvon in his work, said 
many thrills awaited the world before 
all the chambers of the tomb had been 
fully explored. 

This work would occupy two years, 
he contmmued. He was confident that 
when the Pharoah’s sarcophagus was 
opened this fall it would reveal the 
king in all the magnificent panoply ot 
death, wearing a jewelled crown and 
dressed in sumptuous robes with prec- 
fous embellishments. After the body 
had been examined and “the claims of 
science satisfied,” he said, the king 
would be allowed to continue his eter- 
nal sleep in his original shrine. ’ 

Mr, Carter described Tutankhamen 
as a “shadowy king,” mot of royal 
blood. His origin and life achieve- 
ments were extremely obscure, and his 
claim to the throne rested solely upon 
his marriage to the third daughter of 
King Akhenaton, 

Mr. Carter said he believed the tomb 
was that of a potential heir to the 
throne, rather than that of a ruling 
king. Tut-ankh-amen was probably 
buried by his successor, King Ay, who 
was depicted on the walls of the burial 
chamber as venerating Tut-ankh-amen. 


Sugar Is Obtained 
From Dahlia . Tubers 


Flowers to be Grown Extensively’ in 
Southern California 

Experts in California have discover- 
ed that the tubers of dahlias contain 
sugar, and thousands of acres are to 
be used in cultivating them for this 
purpose. 

Tests have shown that dahlia sugar 
is one and a half times as sweet us 
cane or beet sugar. The flower-tuber 
is more easily grown than the sugar- 
beet, ‘and, by a new formula that has 
just been completed by the University 
of Southern California, the cost of pro 
duction is much about-the same. 

The discovery of the new sugar puts 
an end to a problem which has been 
troubling the medical world for some 
time—the problem of finding a sugar 
that can be taken by people ‘suffer- 
ing from diabetes, for dahlia sugar is 
quite harmless in such cases.

Bottle: Makes Round 
Trip Across Atlantic 


Drifted Back to Starting Point Before 
Being Picked Up 

A remarkable-drift of a bottle which 
voyaged half-way across the Atlantic 
Ocean and all the way back before be 
ing picked up is reported by the Unit- 
ed States Hydrographic Office, It 
was thrown overboard from the Italian 
steamer Dante Aligherl when about 
700 miles BE. N. B. of Bermuda on April 
19,1921, and picked up récently on Bar- 
buda Island, British West Indies. 

Barbuda Island is about 1,300 miles 
southwest of thp point where the bot- 
tle was thrown over, but from what is 
known of the ocean currents the bot- 
tle did not make anything like a direct 
journey. It is believed to have drift- 
ed eastward nearly to the African 
coast before being caught in “the 
southerly and westerly drift 
carried it back across thé whole width

President Beatty, of the C.P.R., Has 
Always Been Backer of This 
Country 

President Beatty's important duties 
keep him so busily engaged in Mon- 
treal that Western Canada gets few 
opportunities of meeting him. His 
occasional. statements on questions of 
public consequence and his infrequent 
appearances before the public allow 
the western people thelr sole glimpse 
of those qualities which induced the 
Board of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company to elect him to that corpora- 
tion's highest executive position, 

Mr. Beatty's public utterances are 
distinguished by three principal char- 
acteristics, They are lucid, They 
are restrained. They are courageous. 
The latter quality marked the. speech 
he deltvesed while in London during 
the summer. The Canadian Pacific 
president arrived in London when a 
section of the British préss was scold- 
ing and threatening Canada for its ac- 
tion in relation to the Grand Trunk. 
With the merits of that dispute Mr. 
Beatty did not™thix. However, he 
boldly intimated to the British public 
that if Canada meant as much to the 
British Empire as the British Empire 
meant to Canada the threats of with- 
drawal of British capital from this Do- 
minion would not be continued. 

The second characteristic, restraint, 
was finely exemplified in President 
Beatty's recent statement in reply to 
the Montreal Star’s attack upon the 
Canadian Pacific in relation to the set- 
tling of that railroad’s lands. His 
answer to that was an overwhelming 
array of facts and ‘statistics, and a 
reasoned, quiet and most able defence 
of the railroad contpany’s past actions 
and present position. 

The first, and ‘most valuable distinc- 
tion attaching to Mr. Beatty's public 
statements, whether in the press or 
on the platform, licidity, is present in 
on the platform, lucidity, is present in 
is never rhetorical. One simply con- 
structed sentence follows another. 
There is never any doubt as. to the 
exact meaning of each of them. 

President Beatty ,is, moreover, al- 
ways a “backer’ of Canada. He ney- 
er attempts to diminish the serious- 
ness of bad times, if they exist, but 
he retains the confidence in this great 
country whieh inspired the Donald 
Smiths, the George Stephens, the Van 
Hornes, the Shaughnessys and other 
pioneers of the Canadian Pacific and 
of Canada, He is not swept away by 
temporary adverse influences, strong 
as those may, for the time being, be.
